` His excellency the governor, attended by his honor the lieutenant governor, and the 
honorable council, appeared in the house, and being seated, his excellency the governor 
after being duly sworn, delivered the following 


a SPEECH. 


Gentlemen of the Council, 
and of the House of Representatives : 


ELEVATED to the office of chief magistrate of an intelligent and virtuous people, by 
their free, and almost unanimous suffrages, I embrace the earliest moment to record the 
assurance, that an honour so highly distinguished, and at the same time so cordially con- 
ferred, has inspired me with sentiments of the warmest gratitude to’ my fellow citizens, 
and the sincerest devotion to their interest and happiness. And having just added the 
obligations of an oath, to those already imposed upon me, I assume the station which has 
been so honourably occupied by those who have gone before me, with the deepest impres- 
sions of the responsibility incurred, and with the utmost reliance upon the liberality and 
indulgence of my constituents, in whatever faithful exertions I may make, in the discharge 
of the trust committed tome. And to none of the others who have preceded me will it 
be intended as any disparagement, if I mention with peculiar feelings of respect my imme- 
diate predecessor. 

In casting our eyes over the condition and prospects of our common country, we find on 
every side abundant cause for gratitude to heaven, and felicitation to ourselves. It is but 
forty-seven years since the United States first claimed the rank of an independent nation, 
and but forty since that rank was acknowledged by the government whose dominion they 
had renounced. During this period, the improvement of our country, and the increase of 
her population and lier wealth have been Without a parallel. With a government which 
was erected by the sages of the revolution, upon the broad and durable foundation of 
equal rights, and which stands the loftiest monument of human wisdom, and the most 
humbling spectacle to tyrants, we enjoy a liberty unknown to any other people on the face 
of the earth. And being at peace with all the world, and likely at present to remain so, 
we are favoured with every opportunity to attend to the internal improvement of the 
eountry, and to the regulation and promotion of her various and permanent interests. 

But with all this prosperity, and the possession of these valuable privileges, we cannot 
overlook a source of regret and apprehension. We are still dependant on foreign nations 
for the supply of much that we consume, and the sale of much that our soil produces.— 
Hence we are necessarily exposed to the privations and losses incident to the changes that 
take place in our relations with them, and even in their relations with éach other, and the 
consequent fluctuations and interruptions of their markets. And from the unfavourable 
course of trade in regatd to us, our citizens are abao to be already many millions in 
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their debt, while there is much reason to fear, not only that the amount will be increased, 
but that it will have to be paid in a maaner the most disadvantageous to this country. 
t The manufacturing interest of the United States has been left to struggle with obstacles 
which it can never overpower, until the encouragement afforded to the importation of for- 
eign goods shall be withdrawn, by a sufficient increase of duties, or by direct prohibitory 
regulations. This, it is believed, might be done without invading the just claims of for- 
eigo commerce, considered in connexion with the indisputable rig chts of the other great in- 
terests of the nation. On the success of our manvfacturing industry depends essentially 
the prosperity of agriculture ; as by the establishment of manufactories is created a mark - 
et for the articles necessary for manufacturi ing and for subsistence. And there appears 
good reason to justify the opinion, that by cherishing the resources of our own country, 
and protecting the industry of our own citizens, we “might soon be able, without going a- 
broad, to obtain a ready and comfortable supply of our “wants, and to find a profitable and 
steady market for our produce. But if, on the other hand, we should persevere in the 
course we have been pursuing ; If no barrier i is erected to the vast importations of foreign 
merchandize, by which the exertions of our manufacturers have been systematically par- 
alized, and the debts, as weil as the habits of extravagance of our citizens, constantly in- 
creased, it would seem that a period cannot be far distant, which will overwhelm us with 
difficulties of a most serious and alarming nature. 

I am aware that the regulation of this subject belongs to the national government; but 
it is nevertheless the right, if not the duty of the state authorities, to express their views 
on a question of such vital and general importance to the country. And while this is done 
with due respect, no impr opriety is perceived im doing it with that frankness which ought 
to characterize all the acts of the representatives of freemen. 

It is however by no means to be inferred from the remarks I have made, that a liberal 
confidence is not esteemed to be due to the administration of the general government; at 
the head of which is a patriot of the revolution, who has devoted the greater part of a 
long life to the faithful service of his country. with a zeal and ability that have not been 
surpassed, and with a firmness which has never yielded to difficulty, or been dismayed by 
danser ; and who has moreover himself recommended a policy more favourable to the 
great cause of national mdustry. With an extensive territory, a variety of climate and 
soil, a difference of habits an1 customs, and twenty-four sovereign states, all independent 
. of each other, though subject to one general controul, it is not very strange, however much 
to be lamented, even allowing the purest motives to all concerned, that local and tempo- 
_ rary interests should occasionally counteract exertions, and retard the adoption of meas- 
ures, calculated to promote the lasting honour, and permanent welfare of the nation. 

And it is a principle of which we should never for a moment lose sight, that notwith- 
standing the state authorities may sometimes differ in sentiment with the general govern- 
meat, as to the wisdom or propriety of its proceedings, they are not in such cases the less 
under obligation io render obedience and respect to the measures of the latter, and to af- 
ford the necessary aid to carry them into effect. The men who are calied to administer 
the general government, belong to the same political family with those who compose the 
state governments, and are chosen to office by the same people. It is by means of the 
general government alone, that the states can act, or move a single step, on any occasion 
however interesting to their general concerns. And it is to that government only, that 
they can look for defence and protection in the hour of danger, whether assailed from a- 
broad, or at home. How important is it then, that the national government should be 
sustained in all its parts, and m its utmost vigour; and that we should frown upon every 
attempt to degrade it, by treating with disres spect any of its measures, or to weaken it, by 
creating distrust in either of its branches. 

Although remote from the nations of the old world, and sheltered from the fury of the 
storms that agitate them, yet we cannot behold with indifference the enslaved and degrad- 
ed state of the people who compose them, and the outrages which are committed on “their 
rights. Every American breast must beat high with sympathy at this crisis, for the 
Greeks and the Spaniards; the former of whom are bravely struggling to break the iron 
fetters of their slavery, and to reassume a rank among the nations; ; and the latter are en- 
dearonring, though it is feared but too feebly, to defend their constitutional liberties, a- 
gainst the ‘rade encroachments of lawless and despotick power. 

In‘calling your attention to the immediate concerns of this state, I am not sensible that 
any material alter ations in the laws relating to any department of the goveriment, could 
be beneficially made at this time. And itis now too well understood to be questioned, 
that such alterations should be resorted to only in cases of pressing and manifest necessity. 
The stability of laws is next in importance to their wisdom. Yet so great is the desire of 
mankind for change, and so predominant their ambition for the character of reformers, 
that they are seldom at a loss for subjects to act upon, and eren afier starting upon slight 
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and apparently judicious amendments, their zeal will frequently urge them to overleap 
the bounds prescribed by themselves in the outset, and in their progress to sweep all be- 
fore them, until they have prostrated the fairest institutions, and the most valuable sys- 
tems. Let us therefore endeavour to be strict and deliberate, in our necessary examina- 
tions of the laws, and when we plainly discover any real defects, to be satisfied when those 
are provided for. 

Knowledge and virtue are the main pillars of a free government; and the only foun- 
dation on which they can stand, is education. The founders of this state. to whom we 
owe a great veneration, appear to have well understood this important truth. It is de- 
elared in the constitution, that “a competentnumber of schools ought to be maintained 
in each town for the convenient instruction of youth, and one or more grammar schools 
be incorporated in each county in this state.” Laws have been from time to time passed 
for the establishment and regulation of common schools, and for the appropriation of 
funds totheir use; by which instruction has been afforded at a low rate, and in some in- 
stances almost if not entirely iree, for at least a part of the year. Grammar schools and 
academies have been instituted throughout the state; and ample provision has been 
made for dispensing the benefits of collegiate instruction. A system has been buit up 
which has shed its influence on every part of the community, and given the people of this 
state, taken together, a superiority in pomt of useful knowledge and sound information, 
over the population of most, if not all the states in the union. 

But while we should not neglect io extend the hand of patronage to the higher studies 
of literature, as valuable parts of an admirable system, it is that branch of education 
which is the offspring of the common schools, that we are under peculiar obligations con- 
stantly to guard, and anxiously to cherish. The instruction imparted by these schools is 
both necessary an‘ sufficient for the common purposes of life, and constitutes the prepa- 
ration for the easy attainment of those higher branches, which are acquired at our acade- 
_ mies and colleges on the most reasonable terms. By being rendered so cheap as to be 
within the reach of all, the diffusion of intelligence becomes universal; and many who 
would otherwisé grow up without any education, are raised from a state of degradation 
to which the misfortunes or vices of others may have reduced them, and prepared to be- 
come useful and viriuous members of society. And besides, it opeus the way for the 
humble and the poor to advance, by industry and perseverance, to further attainments, 
and to the honours and emolumeats of publicemployment; and by raising their condition, 
and bringing them into associations with those who are higher and richer, it leads to the 
closer and more permanent connexions in life between them ; thus tending to preserve 
that equality in society, which is so just in itself, and so consistent with the simplicity of 
genuine republican principles. 

By a recent decision of the supreme court of the United States, in relation to the rights 
of land originally granted nnder the Crown to the Society for the propagation of the 
Gospel in foreign parts, and afterwards claimed by this state and the rents arising from 
them appropriated to the use of schools, it appears to be settled that the society is to re- 
cover the property, and consequently that the schools in a considerable number of towns 
are deprived of a portion of their support. In conseynence of this circumstance. and 
being satisfied of the utility of the measure on other grounds, I would recommend that a 
particular inquiry be instituted in relation to the schools; and if it should be found ex- 
pedient to raise additional funds for them, that it may be done by an increase of the tax 
directed to be annually assessed for this object, on the palls and estate of the people, by 
the act of 1810. I know of no other way in which any thing further can be effectually 
done; and there is, in my view, no injustice in compelling the rich to contribute to the 
education of the poor. There can be no donot. that the little which is taken from them, 
by its effect in improving and ele vating the society around them, renders more safe and 
valuavle that which they retain, and enables them to enjoy it with a greater degree of 
comfort and pleasure. 

Betore I part with this subject, justice requires the notice of an institution, uniting 
civil with military instruction, which has been reared, and advanced to great usefulness 
and nrosperity, by the talents and exertions of a single individual, and which is not only 
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hicnly honourable to the state, but ranks with the most respectable seminaries in our 
country. 

Agr culture is our leading employment and principal support, and deserves every atten- 
tion and encouragement that can in any manier tend to the advancement of its permanent 
prosperity. As itis the most ancient and the most useful, so it should be viewed the most 
hononravle of all employments. And the general diffusion of this sentiment, and the cul- 
tivation of an habitual rezard for it will be sure to conduce to the welfare of the state. 

Coasiderable amprovements have been made, within a few years, as it respects the 
tillage of the goil, and the breed and treatment of domestick animals. These have pro- 
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ceeded, in a great measure, from the spirit of emulation and inquiry excited by the es- 
tablishment of agricultural societies. To the same source may be traced an improvement 
in that commendable industry in families, which is directed to the manufacture of articles 
of clothing, from materials produced on their own farms. These societies donot general- 
ly continue to be supported with the same zeal that originated them, though the good 
effects thus far produced by them, will no doubt be lasting. If it should be considered 
of much consequence to have them kept up, and their exertions continued to advantage, 
it would be expedient to afford them some aid, by which they may be better able to dis- 
tribute premiums, that being one of the most effectual means of their usefulness. 

On the subject of manufactures I have already expressed myself. But I would add, 
that I deem it imvortant to afford every facility to manufacturing establishments, by acts 
of incorporation, by reasonable exemption from taxes, and by whatever other means may 
be within our proper sphere of action. 

By rendering every part of the state easy of access, the advantages for trade, agricul- 
ture and manufacturing, would be widely extended. The effect also in promoting set- 
tlements by em:gration from other states, would be highly beneficial. A due attention 
therefore to the measures necessary for improving our roads, and opening new ones 
wherever they would be useful, is among the most essential of our duties. 

A strict regard to economy in the publick expenditures is at all times requisite in the just 
administration of a republican government. It is peculiarly so in this state, where the 
means for defraying the expenses of the government are chiefly taken by taxation directly 
from the earnings of the people. This should be constantly and strongly impressed on 
our minds. 

The militia should always be regarded with interest. They must ever be the reliance 
of the country, in times of trouble and danger, until a sufficient regular army can be raised ; 
and even after that, it may be necessary for them to co-operate with the regular forces. 
But without proper organization and discipline, they are feeble, if not useless, A wise 
and prudent legislature can never be inattentive to their condition. 

In the appointments to office, it is of{no small moment that great circumspection should 
be observed. Every consideration should be discarded except those immediately relating 
to the characters and qualifications of the candidates. These remarks apply with the 
most force to the Judges of our courts; for to them are entrusted the decisions upon our 
property, our characters, our liberties and our lives. The character of a state too is 
generally determined by that of its officers; and a disregard of the latter cannot easily 
fail to degrade the former. And it being through our courts that the citizens of other 
states hold much of their intercourse with us, the judiciary, probably more than any other 
branch of the government, raises or sinks the respectability of the state. 

In the year 1817 a law was passed directing the Secretary of State to ascertain the 
number of deaf and dumb persons in this state, and their ages and situations in life. By 
a report made the next year, it appeared there were then seventy persons of that de- 
scription ; that thirty-five of them were of the proper ages to be ‘admitted into an Asylum 
for education; and that twenty-nine of the latter class were in indigent circumstances. 
Nothing has yet been done by the state towards the education of these helpless and unfor- 
tunate beings, whose deplorable condition cannot fail to excite the deepest sensibility. I 
would at this time present their case to your particular notice, in the hope that some 
means may be devised for their relief. 

Permit me, before I close, to congratulate you on the prospect which is opened to us by 
the completion of a canal communication between Lake Champlain and Hudson’s river. 
This great work has been exclusively accomplished by the noble and munificent spirit 
which has animated a neighbouring state, and which shines with still greater splendour 
in an undertaking far more grand and stupendous, though not so immediately interesting 
to the people of this state. A new era has indeed burst upon us, when we can hear of 
the arrival of vessels at the «ity of New-York, from the northern extremity of Vermont. 
The immense value of such a communication to this state will soon be extensively seen 
and felt in the different branches of business carried on within it. 

I would only remark further, that as faithful depositories of the publick interest, we 
should use our utmost endeavours to divest ourseives of all political and personal preju- 
dices and animosities, and to cultivate in their stead the kind and elevated feelings of mu- 
tual confidence and good will; to allay all jealousies and dissentions of whatever: kind, 
among the people at large, and between the different classes, trades and professions, and 
to inculcate a general spirit of union and harmony; to promote industry, economy, tem- 
perance, morality and religion; to keep steadily in view that we are not raised to office 
fer our own advantage or aggrandizement, but to serve with our best faculties the interest 
of those whose agents we are, and to whom we have to account; and finally, we should 
implore, with becoming reverence and humility, the blessing of the great Ruler of the 
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universe upon all ourlabours, for without that, however well intended, and well direct- 
ed, they will surely be in vain.

The superintendent of the Vermont state prison made the following report, viz. 
To the General Issembcy of the State of Vermont, now in session : 


The following report of the superintendent of the Vermont state prison relative to the 
discharge of his ‘oificial duties and the results of the same is respectfully submitted for their 
consideration. 

At the expiration of 22 months, ending September 30th, 1822, the committee appointed 
by resolution of the legislature ìn the fall of 1821, reported a balance in favour of the pri- 
son, after defraying the ‘expenses of the same, of five hundred and forty-five dollars and 

inety-two cents; 7 from pursuing the course adopted by that committee to ascertain the 
amount of state prison property ‘the present year, (as will more fully appear by-the ac- 

count current and vouchers herewith submitted ) the superintendent is enabled to report 
a balance in favour of the state, after defraying all incidental expenses, of eight hundred 
and sixty-eight dollars and sixteeu cents, as nett profits arising solely from the labour of 
‘tthe convicts for the year ending Sept. 30th, 1823. 

The source from which much the largest portion of the means for supporting the insti- 
tution has been derived. is weaving. The last year the number of yards woven was one 
hundred and nineteen thousand yards. This year ending 30th of September last, it has 
been increased to one hundred and thirty- eight thousand “yards, though a less number of 
looms has been employed—io produce this increase of labour among the convicts, the small 
compensation for over-work which has been allowed them from the commencement of my 
duties as superintendent, has been continued and pretty generally accepted by a large 

proportion of them. This compensation is payable in such articles of clothing as may 
conduce to thelr comfort atter they are discharged from the state prison, and enables ma- 
ny. of them to leave their confinement in decent apparel, who, when they are first com- 
mitted are clothed m rags. 

T he manufacture of boots and shoes. brush and reed meking, as also the manufacture 
„r svap have employed about the same number of workmen as the year preceding the 
pest. The superintendent, finding among the convicts an experienced workman in the 
business of book bi nding, he has been enabled to prosecute that inechanical branch pro- 
fitably to the state. The sipermteudent takes this onportunity to inform the General 
Assembly, that the repairs which became necessary to commence upon the last year, are 
all completed. The old chevauxdetrize or spiked rollers which were falling to the 
ground by reason of decay, have all been removed, and a strong and durable wall of brick 
has been erected in their stead. making the wall trom the ground inclading the stone work 
abont 20 feet in ee this repair toge ether with the rebuilding of the walks for the guard 
upan the tops of the walls as well as making the stairs and walks within the yard to the 
different Work-shops, has cost rising of s709, but that sum together with the sum of $168, 
16 cents, to balance the account current, accompanying this report, has all been realized 
and defrayed in the earnings ef the convict: for the present year. The weaving which 
for several years past has been dane on contract entered into between the supermtendent 
and the agents of the Lippet manufacturing company at Providence, Rhode-Island, and 
payments for the labéur huve been received in cotton yarn at a certain discount as the 
parties could agree in the settlement made with that company in December last, the su- 
perintendent received a part of the debt due in cash and should the balance due the state 
from that company, or may Le due on the Ist of Decemher next, be obtained in money 
and which he is enconraze | to believe may be,the superintendent will be able to meet 
the expenditures of the prison for the year to come, without the necessity of using but 
little ur any of the money annually appropriated. .

The committee of elections, to whom was referred the further consideration of this 
petition and remonstrance, keg leave to report the following facts, to wit. 
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It is satisfactorily. proved before the committee, that Daniel Goss had notice that. depo- 
sitions were to be taken before justice Bicknell, on the 1st October,—that Levi Goss 
was sent by Daniel Goss, as his agent, to attend their taking. The deposition of Abraham 
Duning was taken in the presence of the agent; that not learning any more depositions 
were to be taken, said Levi, at 8 o’clock in the evening, returned home. On the third 
October, Daniel Goss learned that the depositions of James Gardner, John M. Cooper, 
and John H. Willard were taken after Levi Goss left the office of the justice ; but it ap- 
pears that said Daniel Goss was not permitted to hear or see the depositions, though he 
requested the same of the justice. 

E further appeared before your committee, that Levi Goss did not make owe to the 
agent that took the depositions, that he appeared as the agent of Daniel Goss. 

It appears that Daniel Goss received 28 votes. 
Jesse Cooper 25 votes. 

That Abraham Duhing offered a vote for Jesse Cooper, but was not admitted to the 
freeman’s oath, and did not vote. It appeared that said Duning was of age the 21st of 
November, 1822, that he was born in said town of Canaan, where he resided until-he was 
18 years old; that he then lived in New-Hampshire about two years, and then returned" 
to Canaan, that shortly after he journeyed on a visit in the state of New-York, and was 
absent seven or eight months and returned in October 1822, to Canaan, where he remain- 
ed ever since, except from the 27th July to the last of August, spending that time in New- 
Hampshire, though his mechanical tools. and effects remained in said Canaan. And it 
further appeared to your committee, that the reputation of said Duning was not as fair as 
that of honest men, though it does not appear before your committee that he was exclu- 
ded from voting for want of good reputation. 

Another person, by the name of Samuel Lathrope, voted in said Canaan for representa- 
tive; that the last time of voting for representative, he carried his yote open, which was 
for Daniel Goss. 

It further appeared to your committee that at the. meeting last aforesaid, the said La- 
thrope was admitted to the freeman’s oath, though objected to at the time, on account of 
said Lathrope having been convicted of felony in New-Hampshire and imprisoned in the 
state’s prison for said offence two years,—which conviction and imprisonment hath been 
fully made to appear to your committee. 

It appears further to your committee, that Alfred M. Ingham veted for Daniel Goss ; 
that he was then the acting town clerk, but had never taken the freeman’s oath. 

Ephraim Morrill also voted at said meeting; it farther appeared, that after being ad- 
mitted to the oath of a freeman, the said Morrill removed from Canaan into the province 
of Lower Canada; where he resided two years, and that after returning to said Canaan, 
he did not take the freeman’s oath previous to his voting at said meeting. 

And there is no evidence before your committee for whom the said Morrill voted, ex- - 
cepting the declaration of said Morrill, that he voted for Daniel Goss.

The select committee raised on the petition of Jonathan Fassett, praying for the payment 
of a revolutionary claim against this state, made the following report, viz. 


To the Hon. the General Assembly, now sitting. 
Your committee, to whom was referred the petition of Jonathan Fassett, 


Report, That they have heard the said Jonathan, by himself and council, and find that 
on the first day of April, 1780, he was appointed assistant commissary of purchases, and 
commissioned by Governor Chittenden “to purchase any kind of provision, for the use of 
the state troops, and to pledge the faith of the state, for the payment of the same;” and 
“to transport such provisions to the necessary posts on the frontiers,” and to “take the , 
commissary of purchases receipt for the same.” And that a recommendation (from Gov- 
ernor Chittenden accompanied said commission) to the people of Massachusetts and Ver- 
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mont, to sell provisions to him for the money, as he was appointed commissary of purcha- 
ses, That said Jonathan immediately entered upon the duties of his appointment, and 
made purchases and procured provisions, &c. to a considerable amount, according to his 
commission and authority given him by the constituted authorities, until about the first 
day of October, 1781. l . 

That in the mean time the said Jonathan had put into his hands, considerable sums of 
money, and a large number of treasury notes, left blank, to be filled up by him with such 
sum as oceasion required, to make purchases of provisions; some or all, of said notes now 
remain in his possession. 

That on the 7th day of April, 1780, a warrant issued to said Jonathan, from the board of 
war, (of which he was then a member,) to call upon the civil authority, whenever he 
judged the exigencies of the state required, to issue warrants to seize any kind of provis- 
ions, and to press teams to transport them; which was in force, until the 15th day of 
September, 1780—but your committee do not find what sums of money or treasury notes 
went into his hands, as no records thereof can be found by your committee. 

That in October, 1780, an act was passed to raise provisions by assess- 
ing each town with their respective quotas, for the benefit of the state eer ke 
troops. i 

That in April, 1781, an act passed to supply the commissary general of 
purchases with money from the treasury of the state, to purchase provi- 
sions, according to orders to be issued from the board of war. 

That by an act, passed February, 1783, a committee of pay-table is recognized to have 
had a legal existence, and were then directed, by said act, “to make regular entries of all 
accounts by them allowed, and draw orders on the treasury.” And the commissary gen- 
eral of purchases was thereby directed to deliver to the treasurer, by the 20th day of 
March, 1784, “an exact list of all debts contracted in behalf of this state, by him, or his 
deputies,” with the sum. dates and hames of persons to whom due, and to draw on the 
treasurer for the payment of the debts due and so returned, and the treasurer to give his 
note on interest, for the same. 

Your committee further find that the said Jonathan (in the hfe time of governor Chit- 
tenden and a majority of the councillors who composed the couneil, at the close of the 
revolutionary war,) was a member of the legislature several. years, and his connexions 
held various and important offices, and that no claim of any sum due to him from this 
` state, was made until after he had obtained an act of suspension in 1792. 

That in the year of 1789, the said Jonathan left the state and soon after removed his 
family. In 1792, he petitioned the legislature of this state for an act of suspension, set- 
ting forth in his petition, as appears by the preamble of the act, which was passed, “ that 
it would be for the interest of the state and his crediturs, if he could be permitted to re- 
turn to this state, and setfle his accounts as commissary of purchases, and take care of his 
private concerns,” &c. 

That in the year 1793, a similar petition was presented to the legislature, praying a 
` continuance of said act, and the appointment of a committee to settle his accounts ag com- 
missary of purchases, which petition was heard before a committee, who reported in favor 
of the petitioner, but the house rejected the report and dismissed the petition. 

In 1794, an action was commenced against him in the county of Ben- 
nington, on a promissory note, or accountable receipt, by thetreasurer of 
this state, to which the said Jonathan plead his claims in offset, which Journals of 1798, 
plea was disallowed by the court, for the want of evidence to support  P38° 194. 
it, or for want of power in the court to adjust the claims, and judgment 
thereupon rendered against the said Jonathan, for about one thousand 
dollars damages, and the cost ; which has never been satisfied; the sum, 
date and consideration of the obligation is unknown to your committee. ` 

That in 1798 said Jonathan petitioned the legislature to be discharged Journals of 1798, 
from said judgment and a settlement of his accounts, and thereupon an P28e 83 & 194 
act was passed. for his relief, stating in the preamble thereof, “that said Statutes of 1798, 
Jonathan claimed a demand against this state, which has been repeatedly page 95. 
examined by commissioners, or auditors appointed by this state, and has ` 
also had an opportunity to plead said demands in offset, &c. and yet re- 
mains dissatisfied”—and by said act Cephas Smith, jun. Esq. was appoint- 
ed a commissioner, with full powers (at the expense of said Jonathan,) to 
examine into the claims of said Jonathan (upon his procuring the neces- 
sary documents and “statements, made by the commissioners or auditors 
heretofore appointed to settle and adjust all demands between this state 
_ and said Jonathan) and on such examination to certify the sum found to 
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be justly due to said Jonathan to the amount of said execution, if such sum bedue; and 
the treasurer was thereby directed to receive and indorse the sum certified on said execu- 
tion,—and the said act, also authorized mutual discharges to be executed between this 
state and said Jonathan, upo his request and payment ofthe cost of said action; but no 
proceedings have been had under said act. j 

Your committee further find that in 1809, he again presented his petition, and for the 
first time prayed for remuneration for his services and monies paid, which was referred to 
the next session of the legislature, and then abandoned. 

That in 1816 he also preferred a similar petition, which was referred to the next session 
of the legislature, heard before a committee, and then dismissed. 

That in Oct. 1818 the said Jonathan preferred a similar petition, was fally heard before 
a respectable committee; a detailed report was made to the legislature against the peti» 
tioner, and the petition dismissed. 

That in October, 1819, he again preferred a similar petition, which, after a partial hear- 
ing, was referred to the next session of the legislature—when after a full examination and 
héaring, his petition was reported against and dismissed. 

That in October, 1822, he again presented his petition for a grant of money, &c. which, 
was referred to a committee, and a report against the prayer of the petition, recommitted 
anda similar report, (referring to the repeal of 1818, as to facts,) which report finally 
ended in a grant of one hundred dollars. 

Your committee further find, that the said Jonathan has in his possession, a large num- 
ber of receipts of payments made to divers persons for provisions purchased between April 
1780, and October 1781 ; and he has also procured certificates and affidavits from divers 
persons, in 1816 and 1818, of his having purchased and paid divers persons for provisions, i 
&c, for the army, and their belief that he has not received full satisfaction for monies paid 
and services rendered; and that his accounts with this state have not been finally ad- 
iusted, 

i These receipts, certificates and affidavits, do not contain much legal testimony, as they 
do not identify any claim for money paid out of his own private funds, (except that of 
Thomas Butterfield,) yet they have of themselves, an imposing appearance of some claim 
of remuneration from this state. But when placed in competition with monies, acknowl- 
edged to have been received by him; monies raised, provisions made ; securities given, 
and means used and powers given said Jonathan, and placed in his possession and control 
to procure provisions for the army ; and the various acts passed ; boards of pay-table, and 
. commissioners appointed, to hear, examine and adjust all claims; find the balances due 
and secure the payment thereof, to individuals from the treasury of this state, or by treas- 
ury notes, on interest at a very early day: and the time which has elapsed since the trans- 
actions took place, the peculiar circumstances of the petitioner, as above stated ; and his 
neglect to avail himself of the provisions made by law to adjust and satisfy all claims a- 
gainst this state: Your committee are of opinion that these old documents now in his pos- 
session, and aifidavits and certificates produced, do not furnish evidence of any just or equi- 
table claim of any balance due to him from this state. i 

Your committee are therefore of opinion that the prayer of the petitioner ought not t 

be granted.

and Morgan produced their book, which amounted to about 80 dollars, and consisted en- 
tirely of charges for blacksmith work, and the said Keyes objected to said book and de- 
fended by alleging that said Throop, Morgan, and one Jonathan Collins were partners in 
said blacksmith business, and ought to have been joined in said action, and said Keyes 
called for the articles of agreement between the said Throop, Morgan and Jonathan Col- 
lins, having given previous notice to produce them, but the said articles not being pre- 
sent, the said Throop and Morgan’s attorney, said they were mislaid or lost, the said 
Keyes was permitted to shew the contents, and for that purpose produced testimony to 
shew the extent of said alledged partnership, and also produced a writing in the words 
following. 


“ Stockbridge, December 21, 1816. 
“ Hon. Elias Keyes,—Sir, 


“ Please to pay Joseph Collins, eighty-eight dollars and thirty-four cents, the amount 
of your blacksmith bill for 1815 and 1816, and this shall be your discharge from me. 
“JONATHAN COLLIN Ss 


On the back of which, the words “ Joseph Collins” are endorsed; after which the fur- 
ther hearing of the parties was postponed until the then next week, and the said Keyes 
having to attend to business in Washington county, left the further management of said 
cause with Mr. Everett, his attorney, giving him secret direction, that if the said attorney 
should discover that the award would be against him, the said Keyes, to revoke said arbi- 
tration. And your committee further report, that at the time appointed for the second 
meeting of said arbitrators, all the arbitrators and the attornies for both parties appeared ; 
and the attorney for said Throop and Morgan, produced the articles of agreement between 
ihe said Throop and Morgan and Jonathan Collins, and they were found to be substan- 
tially the same, proved at the first meeting of said arbitrators (see printed copy, marked 
A.) and the attornies for the parties, argued the cause before said arbitrators, and the at- 
torney for said Keyes not seeing any reason, did not revoke said arbitration, and yourcom- 
mittee further report that the said arbitrators, in pursuance of, and agreeably to the a- 
greement of the said Throopand Morgan, on the one part, and the said Keyes on the other 
part, published their award by directing the clerk of said county court what entry to 
make on the docket of said court, which was made by said clerk agreeably to the award 
and direction of said arbitrators, for the said Throop and Morgan to recover of said Keyes, 
the sum of forty dollars damage and their cost, which we find to be $34 37 cents, for which 
sums execution has issued and has been paid by said Keyes, and that the said arbitrators. 
did examine the account of Throop and Morgan, aforesaid, and the discharge or order of 
said Collins, and intended to award the said Throop and Morgan, so muchas of right be- 
longed to them, agreeable to the said articles of agreement between Throop and Morgan 
and Jonathan Collins, for the stock only, (see paper marked B.) and that said Keyes pro- 
duced an estimate of the stock, made on the account of said Threop and Morgan, since 
the trial before the arbitrators, (see paper marked C.) and your committee further report, 
that in the neighbourhood, the agreement between Throop and Morgan and Collins, and 
the contents thereof were pretty generally known, but no, testimony that said Keyes knew 
of said agreement, except the testimony of Hayden, (marked D.) and further, that on the © 
25th day of September, 1823, a copy of the said petition only was left with Justin Jor- 
gan, one of the petitioners, with a return thereon, and on the 26th day of said month, 
another copy of said petition was left with Judah D. Throop, as will be seen at the bot- 
tom of said petition, and on the 20th day of October 1823, a notice was served by copy on 
said Morgan, giving him notice that the petition was before the committee of new trials, 
appointed by the general assembly, notifying said Morgan to attend the same, ifhe saw fit, 
said notice, dated October 19th, 1823, (see paper marked E.) and it does not appear that 
notice of the aforesaid alleged partnership between Throop, Morgan, and Collins, was 
published or posted up in any place. And your committee further report, that the said 
Keyes preferred his petition for a new trial to the county court, in and for Windsor coun- 
ty, at their September term, 1819, and was sick and did not attend in person, at said court, 
hut attended by his attorney. Your committee also report, that Justm Morgan, one of 
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the petitioners, attended in person, and by his counsel, before your committee and object- 
ed that the notice was not sufficient on the petition.

The committee of new trials, to whom was referred the petition of Leonard Deming, 
praying that the supreme court may be authorized to sustain his petition for a new trial, 
in a cause therein named, with instructions to report the facts—respectfully report, 

That on the 21st day of April, A. D. 1890, Asa Chapman and Wightman Chapman, 
commenced an action against the petitioner, Leonard Deming, on book account, demand- 

ing twenty dollars damages in their writ, which was returnable before Peter Starr, Esq. 
: justice of the peace, for the county of Addison, on the 28th day of the same April, that 
after the service, and before the return of the writ, Deming went to said Chapmans’, and 
offered them two bills, one of which was a five dollar bill, and Deming said they were 
both five dollar bills, to go on account; Deming offered Chapmans to endorse a number 
of hen’s eggs on a certain note, not then due, and then he would pay them the money, 
and balance the account. Chapmans replied, that they could not settle their business— 
some other person must settle it for us, and that they had bought no eggs of him, and 
should net pay him for any, and also said they should take no money—and that Deming 
offered to the attorney of Chapmans the amount of the costs, then accrued; that the trial 
came on before said justice, and the said Deming prayed for a jury, who were empannel~- 
led and sworn; that on the trial said Deming plead a book account against the said Chap- 
mans, and the said tender in bar. It appears that Chapmans’ account against Deming 
amounted to $31 95—and that Deming’s book account against Chapmans amounted to ` 
$25 88—that in Deming’s account was one charge for hen’s eggs §3 04; one charge to 
paying Joseph Flagg, by agreement, $4 52; one charge to cash and interest of Elijah 
Keeler, $0 40, and one charge to cash and interest of Calvin Ripley, $1 18. That the 
cause was fully heard by the jury, and a verdict returned for the plaintiffs to recover 
$11 41 damages, and their cost. Jt appears that the jury disallowed the ‘said Deming’s 
charge for the hen’s eggs, and two or three other small charges—that the said Deming ap- 
pealed from said judgment; that at the June term of Addison county court, 1820, there 
was a judgment to account, and Samuel Swift, Reuben Saxton, and Ezra Hoyt, Esquires, 
were appointed auditors—that said auditors continued their hearing twice, at the request 
of said Chapmans—that at the third meeting the said Deming moved an adjournment, in 
order to procure the testimony of a witness, who resided in the state of South Carolina, 
which adjournment was refused by the auditors; that the auditors heard the case on the 
merits, and reported a balance against the said Deming (having disallowed all the charges 
in said Deming’s account above specified,) of $15 21 damages and cost; that the said 
Deming excepted to the report of said auditors, before the county court, at their Decem- 
ber term, 1820, but the court accepted said report, and rendered judgment against the 
said Deming. è 


That the said Deming petitioned for a new trial, which petition was heard at the June 
term ofsaid court, 1821, and the court refused to grant a new trial. Italso appears to 
vour committee, that the said Deming has since petitioned the county court, aforesaid, for 
a new trial, which said court have refused, and the petitioner has not shewn to your com- 
mittee the existence of any material evidence in the cause, that has not been shewn to 
said court. The petitioner has not shewn to your committee any statement from the jus- 
tice or the auditors who have tried said cause, of the whole evidence in favor and against 
the several disputed charges above mentioned, (see papers, Nos. 7, 11, 13, 24,) so that it 
is difficult to perceive that injustice has been done to the petitioner, by the judgment of 
said county court. It appears that the auditors aforesaid were not sworn until they had 
made up and divulged their report, but were sworn before the same was delivered in 
court, but it does not appear that the said Deming or his counsel had any knowledge 
thereof, until after said report was delivered in court. What evidence the petitioner has 
shewn to your committee to shew what was proved on the trials, and what evidence he 


has discovered since the final judgment, is contained inthe accompanying papers, marked 
from No. 1 to No. 29, inclusive. :

To the Hon. the Legislature now sitting. 


Your committee to whom was referred the communication of his excellency the gov- 
ernor, containing among other things, several resolutions from the state of Illinois, relative 
to certain grants of lands from the United States, for the purposes of education, 

Report, That it appears from the proceedings of the legislature of this state, in October 
1821, upon the communications from the state of Maryland and several other states, that 
the subject of the resolutions from Illinois has been deliberately considered and acteđ upon 
by this legislature, and the result of their deliberations communicated to the executives 
of the several states in the United States, and to our senators and representatives in Con- 
gresss; your committee are therefore of opinion, that having definitively acted upon the 
subject matter of the resolutions from the state of Illinois, they have no further power to 
legislate upon the subject, except it be to reconsider the former proceedings. 

Your committee having examined the report of the committee of the legislaturé of 
Ilinois, and the resolutions thereon; and also, the proceedings of this legislature, at their 
October session, 1821, and considered the same, can see no reason to reconsider the subject 
of the resolutions of Illinois. 

If the question relative to the appropriation of public lands, by the-United States, to 
the old confederated states, lying within the limits of the states lately formed by Congress, 
was an original one, and fully open for legislative discussion, yet your committee Tally 
concur in the decision heretofore made; and your committee have yet to learn,. if one of 
the United States should hold or have a right of property to lands lying in another state, 
without its consent, that it would be derogatory tothe sovereignty of that state; or ifa 
state hold, or have right to lands in another state, it will necessarily give that state any 
jurisdiction over them. 


Your committee thereupon recommend the adoption of the following resolution, viz. 


Jtesolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, that the legislattire of this 
state having heretofore considered and acted upon the claim. of the old thirteen United 
States, and « of this state and others, to an appropriation of public lands, within the states, 
formed out of the territory ofthe United States, for the purposes of edasation: itis inex- 
pedient to legislate or express any other or further opinion upon the same than that here- 
tofore expressed and communicated to the state of [Jlnois, and others of the United 
States,

the executive of the state of Dinois—and a like copy to each of our senators and reptes 
sentatives in Congress.

Your committee, to whom was referred the petition of Daniel Staniford, praying that 
the judge of probate for the district of Chittenden, may be authorized to open the com- 
mission on the estate of John Barry, deceased, respectfully report the following facts. 

That at the February term of Chittenden county court, 1806, a judgment was recov- 
ered in favour of James Sutton, agasnst Daniel Staniford the petitioner, as sheriff of said 
county, for neglect of one of his deputies for $42,00 damages, and $9,65 cost, and that 
execution was issued thereon and put into the hands of the said John Barry, then high- 
bailiff of said Chittenden county, for collection, amounting in the whole to $53 50, inclu- 
ding execution and officer’s fees, and that within the life of the execution, the amount 
thereof, was paid and satisfied in full, to the creditor’s attorney, by the said deputy of 
Staniford. - 

- Your committee further report, that about the year 1816, the said Barry, deceased, and 
his widow administered upon his estate, which was represented insolvent, and commis- 
sioners appointed. That at the time of Barry’s decease, mutual accounts and claims sub- 
sisted between him and Staniford—that these mutual claims were presented to the com- 
raissioners at their regular meetings; but it does not appear that said execution in favour 
of Sutton, against Staniford, was presented or claimed in favour of said Barry’s estate at 
any meeting of the commissioners, in presence of said Staniford; but it appears that be- 
fore the report of commissioners was returned to the judge of probate, the said execution 
was presented to the commissioners and allowed by them with the interest, amounting in 
all to about $90 00, in favour of said Barry’s estate, against said Staniford, without any 
trial or hearing of parties, and without any other proof than the execution itself, and it 
does not appear to your committee that the petitioner had any notice of this allowance, 
until leng after the report of commissioners had been returned to the judge of probate ;
